Challenger takes lead 
in Washington race

OLYMPIA. Wash. (AP) - 
Democratic challenger Maria 
Cantwell edged into the lead in 
the nation's last unsettled Senate 
contest Tuesday, but the race was 
headed toward an automatic 
recount next week. 

Cantwell, 42, u doKom nuUioii- 
aire ari’d former congresswoman, 
forged into the lead for the first 
time since election night on the 
strength of returns front King 
County, which includes heavily 
Demixratic Seattle. 

But Gorton, 72, the three-term 
Republican incumbent, remained 
optimistic that votes from outly- 
ing counties would restore his 
lead, for good. 

Cantwell picked up 7,717 addi- 
tional votes in King County, her 
strongest, while Gonon was gain- 
ing only 4,814 votes there. That 
wiped out, at least temporarily, 
the tenuous hold Gonon lias had 
over Cantwell. 

With more than 2.4 million 
voles cast, Cantwell had a lead of 
less than 2,000 votes over Gonon, 
who has been in public office 
since the year .she was bom, 1958.

Nearly half of all cigaroues 
purchased in the United States 
arc smoked by people who suffer 
from mental illnesses, according 
to Harvard Medical School 
research. 

Menially ill people are rouglily 
twice as likely to smoke ciga- 
rettes as tho.se without mental ill- 


nesses, according to the research 
published in today’s Journal of 
the American Medical 
Association. 

Not only does the habit put 
them at greater risk for serious 
ailments sucli as heart disease 
and lung cancer, hut in some 
cases it can interfere with tiie 
effectiveness of medications to 
treat their disorders.

U.S. hoists Stars and Stripes in Belgrade 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP)- 
The American flag was raised 
above the run-down building of 
the U.S. Embassy in Belgrade on 
Tuesday, symbolically reopening 
Ae mission 19 months after it was 
r^cuated. 

The low-key ceremony, attend- 
ed only by arourid 20 people, 
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came after the Washington and 
Belgrade restored diplomadc ties, 
cut in March 1999 at the start of 
NATO’s bombing of Yugoslavia to 
stop its crackdown in K^vo.

The sworn statements by 
Lawrence Levine and James 
Crujne, who were assigned to the 
headquarters of 2nd battalion, 
7th Cavalry regiment, are the 
first from a higher command 
level to publicly support recollec- 
tions of some other veterans that 
they were ordered to siioot dvil- 
ians for fear North Korean infil- 
trators were among them. 

Although official Army docu- 
ments don’t mention infiltrators 
at No Gun Ri, both men say they 
believed in July 1950 - and today 
- that disguised enemy soldiers 
were a serious threat to the U.S. 
troops, then taking part in a 
chaotic southward retreat. 

“Our understanding was, and it 
was an understanding, not 
absolute fact, that amongst these 
people there were North Korean

spies and soldiers, who were 
reporting our positions," said 
Levine, 72, of Endno, Calif. 

According to former U.S. sol- 
diers and Korean survivors, a 
luge number of South Korean 
dvilians were killed at a railroad 
bridge near the No Gun Ri ham- 
let. The killings are die subjea of 
yearlong investigations by the 
U.S. Army and iJic Seoul govern- 
ment. Findings in both inquiries 
are expected next month. 

In recent interviews, Crume 
and Levine told The Associated 
Press that the order to fire on 
dvilians came down the chain of 


command from division or higher 
headquarters and was passed on 
to the battalion’s line companies. 
The two foxhole buddies said 
they gave a similar account to 
Araiy investigators last spring. 

“I’m sure the battalion com- 
mander and the S3 (operations 
officer) discussed it ... even 
before they put the order out to 
stop the refugees,” said Crume, 
72, of Kennewick, Wash. “All I 
know is the order was given - 
■you’re not going through,’ and 
Uie order was given to the heavy 
weapons company, and tliat was 
it."

Tltose 
with dimples - indentations but 
no clear punched hole - will be 
examined and if county official 
can determine the voter's intent, 
they will be included in the final 
count. Republicans are contest- 
ing a court order requiring offi- 
cials to examine llie dimpled bal- 
lots. 

Similarly in Palm Beach, hun- 
dreds of' ballots have been chal- 
lenged by observers for the two 
campaigns. Democrats said 
Tuesday that the numbers have 
changed little in Palm Beach 
County since the original 
machine recount because most of 
the ballots not read by machines 
have been set aside for later con- 
sideration. “They’re not coundng 
anything that the machine did 
not count," one Democratic 
lawyer said. 

The two sides will be in Palm 
Beach County Circuit Court 
Wednesday for another hearing 
on the standards for examining 
and including dimpled ballots 
there, with Democrats urging 
Judge Jorge Labarga to order 
county officials to count the dim- 
pled ballots where intent can be 
decermined. 

Dade County officials original- 
ly estimated that tliey would not 
complete their recount until Dec.

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Study shows sleep helps 
improve memory skills 


BOSTON (AP) - Forget about 
pulling an all-nighter before an 
exam - a study suggests it's more 
important to get a good night’s 
rest. 

Hurvard Medical School' 
researchers, led by assistimt pro- 
fessor of psychiatry Robert 
Sdckgold,' found that p»plc who 
slept after learning and pracdc- 
ipg a new task remembered more 
about it the next day than people 
wj)o stayed up all night after 
learning the same thing. 

The study, which will be pub- 
lished in the December issue of 
Nature Neuroscience, was 
released Tuesday. 

The study is another piece in a 
growing body of evidence that 
suggests proper rest is necessary 
for learning. 

“We think getting that first 
night’s sleep starts the process of 
ttfbmory consolidation,” 
Sdckgold said. “It seems that 
memories normally wash out of 
the brain'unless some process 
n^ them dowa” 

The 24 participants were 
tt^ed to identify the orientation 
of three diagonal bars flashed for 
one-sixdcth of a second on a hori- 
zontal-striped computer screen. 

Half of the participant went to 
slMp that ni^t- The others were 
kept owakc until' the second 
ni^t of the study. Both uoups 
w^ allowed to sleep on the sec- 
ond and third nights. 

On the fourth day, both groups 
were tested on how proficient 
they had become at identifying 
the orientation of the diagonal 
bars. Those who slept on the Hrst 
night performed belter than they 
had the first day. Those who 
didn't sleep did not Improve.

„ WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fish and Wildlife Service says it 
can’t add more wildlife to the 
endangered spedcs list. this year 
because it has to spend so much 
time and money defending law* 
suits from environmentalists. 

The decision means that about 
25 spedcs being considered for 
.{he endon^ed list will have to 
^oit past the end of this fiscal 
^ear, which ends Sept. 30, 2001, 
Agency spokesman Hugh Vickery 

* The agency wili make excep- 
tions for spedes In imminent dan* 
ger of becoming extinct. 

The service is swamped by law- • 
suits from environmental groups 
demanding “ciidcal habitat” des- 
ignation for some of the 1,225 
spedes in the U.S. already listed 
as threatened or endangered A 
critical habitat ruling describe . 
'%e area where a spedcs dther 
. lives or could live. 

"We just don’t have the staff or 
jhe funding necessary to do any- 
■^hing that isn’t ordered by a 
‘^urt,” Vickery said Ttiesday. He 
'said the agency expects to dedde 
on 57 critical habitat areas for 
' ^ut 300 spedes this year. 

Environmentalists ore crying 
; fouL 

: “Fish and Wildlife is playing 
; serious polidcs, and the loser is . 
America’s endangered wildlife," 
-said David Hogan of the b^tcr 
for Biological Diversity. The 
Tucson, Ariz.-based group has 
filed several lawsuits to force the 
service to designate oidcol habi- 
tat. 

Congress approved almost $6.4 
million for the agency’s endan- 
gered spedcs work during fiscal 
2001, up from about $6.2 million 
lost year but less than the $7.2 
million President Clinton 
requested. The agency had 
’ exited to add about 30 spedcs 
to the endangered list this year. 

The federal Endangered 
Species Act gives the Fi^ and 
Wildlife Service the respondbili- 
t'- of determining which creo* 
i..t'es should be protected and 
outlining for other agendes what 
U necessary to protect the listed 
'iipedes from extinction. 

An endangered or threatened 


listing means that federal agen- 
cies may take no action or 
approve any project that harms 
the spedes. For example, federal 
authorities could not approve 
consmicdpn of a dam that would 
harm on endangered flsh. 

In critical habitat areas, those 
restrictions on federal agehdes 
also extend to areas where the 
listed spedes do not live but arc 
needed for their recovery. Thus a 
federal agency could not approve 
the construction of a dam in a 
cridcal habitat area for on endan- 
gered fish if the dam would 
destroy that habitat, even if the 
fish were not actually present 
there. 


The Fish and Wildlife Service 
has labeled critical habitat for 
133 endangered or threatened 
spedes, about 10 percent of the 
total on the lists. 

The.ngcn^ would rather focus 
on de&gnadng spedes as endan- 
' gered rather than designating 
"critical habitat, Vickery said. 
Habitat rulings are expensive, 
time-consuming and offer little 
addidonol protecdon to spedes, 
Vickery sold. 

The spedes that will have to 
wait for possible endangered list- 
ings include the Aleutian sea 
otter, Mississippi gopher frog and 
the coastul cutthroat trout, 
Vickery said.

Killing persist; Egypt blames Israel for escalating violence

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip (AP) - 
An angry and frustrated Egypt, 
blaming Israel for escalating vio- 
lence, recalled its ambassador to 
Israel on Tuesday, but said it is 
not , abandoning efforts to 
achieve peace. 

Jordan, the only other Arab 
country that has a peace treaty 
with Israel, announced it was 
holding up accreditation of its 
new ambassndor to Israel until 
the Jewish state halts its attacks 
on Palestinians. 


Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Barak said he wasn’t happy with 
Egypt’s diplomatic move an'd 
that it did not contribute to 
Egypt’s role in the pence 
process. 

The diplomatic blow.s came as 
new attacks fueled a spiral of vio- 
lence in this seaside strip. An 
Israeli teen-ager and a 
Palestinian security officer were 
shot and killed in incidents just a 
few hours apart.' 

After niglitfali, Israeli military 


transporters were seen deliver- 
ing tanks and armored personnel 
carriers to army bases in Gaza. 

‘T don't want to delude anyone. 
We are not on a picnic,” Barak 
said while visiting Israeli army 
headquarters in Gaza. “We are in 
a struggle. If we have to fight, we 
will know how to fight. ” 

The trouble again focused on 
the area near Kfar Darom, an 
isolated Israeli settlement 
where a bomb went off near a 
school bus Monday, killing two 


Israelis and wounding nine, 
Including five children. Israel 
retaliated for that attack with ' 
punishing rocket attacks 
Monday night that wounded' 
more than 60 people. 

At midday Tue^ay, Israeli soF- 
diers opened fire and Jellied a 
Palestinian intelligence officer 
who they said was approaching 
the guard post in a suspicious 
manner. The army said the offi- 
cer was armed, but did not open 
fire.

TWIN FALLS - Federal Energy 
Department plana to produce a form of 
plutonium used to power spaceo^t will 
include Idaho, officials announced 
Tue^y. 

. .The Idaho National Engineering and 
Eavlronmencal Labbratory was selected < 
to piSbduoe the plutonium isotope, but the . 

S rocess to extract the isotope will be 
one at o fadli^ in Teruiessee. 


The material -pIutooium-238 — is the 
most radioactive form of plutonium and 
the heat produced by the radiation is 
used to generate electricity and “keep 
things from freezing up," INEEL 
spokesman Brad Bugger said. 

The Snake River Alliance, a statewide 
nuclear watchdog group, is relieved that 
the recovery process will not be done in 
Idaho. The process produces a lot of liq- 
uid, radioa^ve waste, alliance director 
Cory Richardson said. 

“Anytime plutonium comes to Idaho 
we’re concerned," Richardson said. 
“They don’t have good track records with 
plutonium." 

But to INEEL officials, producing the 
plutonium is no different that tho other 
medical and commercial isotopes pro- 
duced at the INEEL Advanced Test 


Reactor. 

“We handle radioactive isotopes of. oil 
types on a regular basis,” Bugger said, 
The plutonium is no more concern that 
other isotopes. 

The plutonium isotope would be pro- 
duced by insenlng a piece of the metal 
neptuiiium in the reactor. The nuclear 
reaction u-ansforms the neptunium to the 
dAired plutonium isotope. 

An isotope is a form of an element with 
a sLghily different nuclear configuration 
- It may have on extra neutron or be 
missing a neutron. The difference is 
expressed in the atomic number. The 
form of plutonium used in bombs is plu- 
tonium 239, for example. 

The Advanced Test Reanor Is the only 
operating reactor at INEEL. It also per- 
forms research on fuel for the U.S. Navy’s

The plutonium-238 produced at INEEL 
would be used on the spacecraft NASA 
wonts to send to Pluto - but possibly not 
until 2020.

BURLEY - U.S. Department of 
Agriculture veterinarians have an idea why 
area dogs have been dying along the Snake 


River, but won’t have final confirmation on 
a cause until sometime next week. 

The USDA has received a preliminary 
confirmation from a University of Idaho lab- 
oratory that samples of blue-green algae 
were found in the stomachs of two dogs that 
died this year, and in river samples, said 
USDA veterinarion Kendal Eyre. 

The university’s lab staff is trying to con- 
firm whether the algae contained fatal neu- 
rotoxins, Eyre said. 


The suspect ulgae had been ruled out as 
the cause of several dog deaths last year, 
because it was thought to be too late in the 
year for the algae. After ruling out several 
other possibilities, the focus of the investi- 
gation turned to malicious poisoning, but 
extensive testing never revealed a source. 

Eyre said it's no longer likely the deaths 
were intentional, because of where the new 
evidence is pointing.

Cillett, who was in Twin Falls 
Tuesday to generate support 
for his ami-wolf group, told 
about 18 people that the wolves 
will kill off all the big game 
herds in Idaho in the next two 
years. 

Most wildlife biologists agree 
that wolves will affect big game 
herds. Hunting may be affected 
in some areas, while other areas 
are unaffected. 

But it's premature to say that 
wolves will have an effect on 
the deer and elk population in 
Idaho, says Carter Nicmeyer, 
head of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service's wolf recovery 
program in Idaho. About 160 
wolves are spread over a large 
area with 100,000 or more elk. 

Carl Nellis, regional supen'i- 
sor in Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game's Jerome office says 
hunters take an average of 
28,000 to 30,000 elk annually. 

Cillett disagrees with wolf 
managers in Idaho and says 
there are 350 lo 400 wolves in 
Idaho. He says federal wolf 
biologists count only the pups 
of the dominant female in the 
pack, but three to six femalc.s in 
a pack have pups. 

Wolf biologists say in the typ- 
ical pack only the dominant 
female will bear pups, but all 
the wolves in the pack help 
with rearing the young. 

Cillett also said' wolves are 
vicious predators. 

“Wolves kill people, no doubt 
ubnui It." he saui. citing a docu- 
mentary nn wolves in northern 
India. 

Wolf biologists, however, say 
there are no documented cases 
in North America of a healthy 
wolf seriously injuring or 
killing 0 human. 

Wolves were reintroduced to 
central Idaho in 1995 and 1996 
and have thrived since then, 
roaming between the Stanley

SANTA CLARA, Calif. ( AP) - A 
San Joaquin Volley man charged 
with four killings and suspeaed in 
as many as 20 others told several 
prople he had buried bodies on 
hillsides, beneath a trailer and in 
mine shafts, a prosecutor told a 
jury Tuesday. 

Wesley Snermamine Jr., 34, is 
charged with killing three people 
in the 1980$ and a woman in 1998, 
though only two of the bodies 
hove been found. Shermantine 
could face the death penalty if 
conviacd. 

“There arc no fingerprints, no 
eyewitnesses, no smoking gun," 
prosecutor Thomas Testa said in 


opening statements at 
Shermantine's trial, which is 
expected to last several months. 
“It’s all in the details. You’ve got 
to put all the details together." 

Testa painstakingly provided 
details of each disappearance, 
and repeatedly said that over the 
years, Shermondne told relatives 
and acquaintances he had “made 
people disappear" in mine shafts 
and on remote hillsides outside 
Stockton. In a confrontation wiili 
one woman in a trailer, Testa 
said, Shermantine told her

A “blind l^ad" is an opening 
lead made with no bidding oasis- 
tance from partner, mandalority 
choKn before the opening leader 
has seen duiruny. Many decry the 
existence of “blind leads,” and 
Terence Reese, renowned British 
champion, once said, “Blind leads 
are for deaf players.” 

Look at the West'eards without 
looking at the bidding diagram. 
What would you lead against four' 
hearts? 

. In a poll, with no knowledge of 
the bidding. 98 percent would 
choose to lead the club king 
against four hearts. Other choices 
reflect suspicion of a trick ques- 
tion. 

Now, look at the bidding dia- 
gram. What can wc Icam by “lis- 
tening" closely? North has adver- 
tised a very weak hand with seven 
clubs, and South introduces his di- 
amond suit despite that message. 
Clearly, South has a fine red two- 
suiter. North takes a preference 
to hearts, and South continues on 
to game. What now? 

If West leads anything other 
than a trump. South has an easy 
time. He wins tho first trick, cash- 
es his top diamonds, and run's n 
diamond. Then he discards u 
spade on dummy's cjub ace. This 
leaves only two trump winners for 
the defense,* and South mokes on 
ovcrtrick. 

Why should West lead the ace 
and imother heart? Listen to the 
bidding! With North short in dia- 
monds, West's aim is to prevent a 
diamond ruff in dummy. The pay- 
off comes when East has the 
heart king (the diamond king 
would also suffice), and South is 
denied a diamond ruff ii) dummy. 
South never gets to use the club 
ace, and a well-judged opening 


lead beats the gome.

BOISE - Scholarship athletes 
at Idaho's three universities grad- 
uate at a rare generally cqu^ to 
if not higher than the schools’ stu-' 
dent bodies overall but at a lower 
rate than major college athletes 
average nationally, according to a 
new report by the National 
College Athletic Association. 

The University of Idaho came 
closest to the 58 percent national 
average rate for student-athletes 
who entered coUege in the foil of 
1993. Fifty-one percent of Vandal 
scholarship players graduated 
within six years, matching the rate 
for Idaho students in general. It 
also matches the average for tiie 
freshman classes of scholarship 
athletes the previous tlvcc years. 

Boise State University had a 42 
percent graduation rate for 1993- 
1994 freshman student athletes, 
twice the rate for the student 
body in general and well above 
the average of 31 percent for the 
previous three freshman classes 
of scholarship players. 

And Idaho State University 
had a rate of 20 percent, nearly 
matching the general graduation 
rate of 21 percent but well below 
the average of 37 percent for the 
three previous student-athlete 
freshman classes. 

The NCAA annual report put 
the average graduation rate for 
all students nationwide at 56 per- 
cent. 


Women athletes graduated at 
significantly higher rates than 
men. Nationally, the rate was 51 
percent for men and 68 percent 
for women. At the University of 
Idaho, it was 42 percent for men 
and 65 percent for women, 31 
percent for men and 63 percent 
for women at Boise State and 8 
percent for men and 38 percent 
for women at Idaho Stale. 

The graduation rate for foot- 
ball players was also lower than 
for all athletes. Track and field 
competitors generally offset that 
to lift the oi-crall average, 

At Idaho. 47 percent of jhe 
1993-1994 freshman scholarship 
football players graduated within 
six years, a point below the 
national average but well above 
the 39 percent average for the 
tluee preiious freshman dosses. 

Boise State recorded a 21 per- 
cent graduation rate, essentially 
matching the average for the 
three previous years, while Idaho 
State saw only 8 percent of that 
group graduate, well below the 
21 percent average for the three 
pre\iou.s freshman dasscs. 

Of the student-athletes who 
exhausted the NCAA eligibility 
at the schools, 89 percent of tiie 
freshman from 1984-1985 
through 1993-1994 graduated 
within six years compared to the 
national race of 81 percent. 

Boise State’s rate over that 
decade was 75 percent while 
Idaho State was 68 percent.

WASHINGTON - Baseball com- 
missioner Bud Selig told a Senate 
panel Tuesday it was time for 
"sweeping changes" in the game’s 
economics, raising the possibility of 
another work stoppage after next 
season. 

"At the start of spring training, 
there no longer exists hope and 


faith for the fans of more then half 
our 30 dubs,” Sclig testified before 
the Senate Judidary Committee’s 
subcommittee on antitrust, business 
rights and competition. "It Is my 
to restore hope and faith. I can 
assure 'you this system will be 
changed.” 

Selig cited statistics that ohly 
three of 189 postseason games since 
the 1994-95 strike were won by 


teams that didn’t have payrolls 
among the top half. 

The players’ Bssodotion, however, ■ 
isn’t convinced there is a problem 
and has fiercely resisted changes to 
free agency and saloiy arbitration, 
which have raised the averaga 
salary from $51,501 in 1976 to about 
$1.8 million this year. The last work 
stoppage - baseball’s eighth since 
1972 - lasted 232 days, wiping out 


the World Series for the first time in 
90 years. 

Former Senate Majority leader 
George Mitchell, a member of the 
owners’ lotcst economic study com- 
mittee and a director of the Florida 
Marlins, also testified, as did broad- 
caster Bob Costas and commentator 
George Will, a director of the 
Baltimore Orioles and San Diego 
Padres. 

“Baseball is not Bangladesh,” 
Will said. “It con get well by decid- 
ing to get well."

record $34.3 billion in Scpcumber 
as America’s already huge for- 
eign oil hill got bigger and helped 
push impons to an all-time higli. 
The defidt with China dimbed to 
$8.7 billion, the largesi ever 
recorded with any country. 

September’s trade gap was up 
a sharp 15 percent from an 
August imbalance of $29.8 bil- 
lion, the Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday, well above 
economists’ expectations for a 
more modest deterioration to 
around $31 billion. 

Exports slipped from tlieir pre- 
.vious month’s record as-ship- 
ments of U.S. cars and auto ports 
dropped sharply and various 
other exporters from farmers to 
computer manufacturers suffered 
setbacks. 

Among other negatives affect- 
ing the deficit, which covers trade 
in both goods and services, was 
payment of nearly $700 million 
by NBC for broadcast rights to 
the Olympic Games in Australia. 
.The Clinton administration 
insisted the big jump in the defidt 


did not signal economic weakness 
and predicted that improving 
economics overseas will make 
future months look better. 

“While the defidt is too high, it 
docs not reflect problems with 
the underlying domestic econo- 
my,” Commerce Undersecretary 
Robert Shapiro told reporters at 
a briefing on the trade figures. 

Private analysts cautioned, 
however, that the Septembw set- 
back’ showed how for the United 
States has to go to narrow the 
huge trade gap, running at an 
annual rate of $360 billion, far 
above the previous record of $265 
billion set last year. 

The exploding trade defidt is 
the one flaw in an o^erwise 
— rCTarkable U .S. oconomic-expan — 
sion, which has already produced 
a record 9.5 years without a 
recession. 

Gerald Cohen, on economist ot 
Merrill Lynch, said the big 
September trade deficit will 
translate into a lower govern- 
ment estimate for overall eco- 
ndmic growth in the July- 
September quarter from Z7 per- 
cent down to around 2 percent, 
slowest quarterly growth rate 
in more than five years.

of complaint about brokered CDs in the 
past year, compared with 125 in all of 
the preceding three years. 

"Some of them are absolutely heart- 
breaking" said Susan Wyderko, director 
of the SEC’s office of investor t^ucadon 
and assistance. "Many are handwritten 
... and the overwhelming majority arc 
from elderly Americans. There’s so 
much confusion out there that we need 
to moke sure that people, when they go 
to a broker or a bank, have this new CD 


market in'lhe front of their brains so 
they’re not buying the wrong thing." 

Meanwhile, the North American 
Scimrities Administrators Association, 
which is made up of state securities offi. 
dais, has created a rask force “to look at 
the marketing and sales of these prod- 
ucts," said executive director Marc 
Beauchamp. The Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp., which has launched a 
consumer education campaign about Bro- 
kered CDs, says there are some $168.2 
billion in such accounts nadonwide. 


The problem is titat all aren't alike. 

Tradidonal CDs have long l)cen a safe 
and simple way to save. You put money 
in on account for a set period, generally 
six months to five years. When the CD 
matures, you get all your money back 
plus a fixed rate of interest that’s gener- 
ally higlier than the rate on a regular 
savings account. 

The accounts arc insured up to 
$100,000 by the FDIC, and ihe penalty 
for cashing in early is usually several 
monitu interest. 
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But the event’s other speoken 
didn't bring Unmitigated good 
news about the local economy. 

“The fact of it is, it's kind of 
spotty right now,“ said Just, 
executive vice president of the 
Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce. But people' are still 
spending money, and the high 
price of gasoline hasn’t driven 
down economic performance. 

“But I’m not saying It 
couldn't,’* Just added.
